Early models cause more than just nostalgia

If you have an old radio up in 
the attic or down in the basement 
gathering dust, dig it out and dust 
n off. for it might very well be 
worth a sizable sum. 

You can join the following 
clubs by writing cach one and en- 
closing an addressed, stamped en- 
velope for-membership informa- 
tion: Antique Radio Club of 
America.

Janov is especially interested in 
multicolored Art Deco Bakelite ra- 
dios as well as novelty types and 
early models. 

A mosi unusual and rare radio 
in Janov’s collection is referred to 
as the “Mae West” radio. The ra- 
dio was produced in the mid-1930s 
by Emerson and has a brown wood 
cabinet and certain “features” to 
suggest Mae West's famous shape. 

Janov says he knows of only 
three examples of such an AM 
short-wave radio and claims that 


the radio was meant to be “stylish” 
rather than risque. 

Other rare radios made by 
Emerson include examples depict- 
ing Disney characters, such as the 
“Snow White Radio,” produced 
around 1938. It measures 8 by 8 
inches and has a light tan wood 
composition cabinet embellished 
with colorful figures of Snow 
White and the Seven Dwarfs. 

Its value is reported to be $650 
to $800, depending on condition. 

Another rare example, reported 
to be worth $700 to $925, is the 
“Mickey Mouse Radio” produced 
by Emerson in 1934. This radio 
has a brown wood composition ca- 
binet depicting sculptured Mickey 
figures playing different musical 
instruments around the sides. 

Styles of old radios range from 
console to tabletop to portable. 

Especially interésting are con- 
sole types — all of which included 
a built-in receiver — designed to 
double as desks. chests. bureaus, 
grandfather clocks, tables. pianos 
and other pieces of furniture. 

A terrific book that details 
countless old radios is “The Radio 
Collector's Directory and Price 
Guide” by Robert E. Grinder and 
George H. Fathauer, available for 
$17.95 postpaid from Ironwood 
Press, P.O. Box 8464, Scottsdale, 
Ariz. 85252. 

The book (a handy, dandy guide 
to checking out current values for 
thousands of radio models) also 


includes a fascinating history of 
early radio broadcasting and 
manufacturing. 


The earliest radios were crystal 
sets that required headphones, 
thus allowing only one person to 
listen at a time. 


When the radio horn speaker 
was developed, the whole family 
could listen to the radio. Such 
speakers were popular in the 1920s 
and were separate pieces made in 
various shapes and styles to am- 
plify sound. 

A fascinating book (and the 
only one of its kind) is the “Radio 
Horn Speaker Encyclopedia,” by 
Floyd A. Paul, which pictures and 
describes more than 145 speakers 
and identifies more than 300 man- 
ufacturers and trade names from 
1920 through 1927. 

Its available for $13.90 post- 
paid from Paul, 1545 Raymond 
Ave., Glendale.
